There was no objections on the part of 
the Mexicans to make money by traffick- 
ing with our soldiers ; they were patri- 
otic enough doubtless to charge'and re- 
coive from their invaders three times the 
value of their commodities. 


As nothing was to be gained in the 


way of conciliation by the course that 
Gen Taylor at first pursued, the hostility 
of the Mexicans remaining steadfast a- 
gainst us, the law of nations would fully 
justify the adoption of the policy now an- 
nounced of compelling supplies wherev- 
er they may be hadMn the enemy's coun- 
try. 
Nor is it altogether a matter of' 


choice ; it is a necessity on two grounds: 
First, the Mexican commander, AMFUDIA, 
has issued a proclamation forbidding, 
under penalty of death, all Mexicans 
from trading; with the Americans of fur* 
nishing them directly or indirectly with 
anything for their aid or comfort. 
The 


second consideration is, thM Treasury 
warrants would hardly do to pay the 
Mexicans, if they were free lo furnish 
supplies : and us for gold or silver the 
army of invasion may see some when 
they get among the mines, but not much' 
in Gen. Taylor's Sub Treasury. 


It is a matter of doubt, however, wheth- 


er the interior of Mexico has resources 
sufficient to furnish subsistence to onr 
atrny in any mode of contribution or 
purchase. Gen. Taylor will have to rely 
mainly, we suspect, on supplies furnished 
from the United States—a circumstance 
which must add'much to the diffieultiei 
of invasion and much to the expenses of 
the war.—Jlttlt. Jlmtr.
